Since this table was compiled I have received Mr. Bhandarkar’s 
Report of a seccnid tour in search of Sanskrit manuscripts made in 
Rdjputdna and Central India in 1904-05 and 1905-06 (Bombay,' 
1907). According to inscriptions found by him in certain temples at 
Jaisalmer, Mulraj I (No. 21) was succeeded by his brother, Bataa 
Singh, and they together righteously protected the earth as did 
Lakshman and Eama of old.” Mulraj had a sou called DeorSj, the 
father of Kehar II (No. 24) ; one inscription mentions him as the chief 
of the State just after Grharsi (or Ghata Singh), but the popular idea 
is that he died of fever during the siege of Jaisalmer at the end of the 
thirteenth century.

to Akhar in 1570, 'and died in the

6 Rai Singh ... Son of Kalyan Singh ; he was the first 

Raja of Bikaner and one of Akbar’s 
most distinguished generals ; gave his 
daughter in marriage to prince Salim 
(afterwards the emperor Jahangir), 
built the main fort of Bikaner, and 
diedintCll. 

7 Dalpat Singh ... Son of Rai Singh ; incurred the imperial 

displeasure, was imprisoned at Ajmer, 
and was killed while attempting to 
escape in 1013. . 

8 Sur Singh ... Another son of Rai Singh ; regained the 

favour of the emperor, and died on 
service in the Deccan in 1631. 

9 Karan Singh ... Son of Sur Singh ; in the struggle for 

empire between the sons of Shah 
i Jaban, he threw in his lot with Au- 
j rangzeb ; subsequently served in the 
I Deccan, where he died (1669).
